S.O. 607(E).—Ja exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 21 read with section 7 ol 
the Coinage Act, 1906 (3 of 1906), the Central Government hereby makes the following rules, namely :— 

1. Short title and commencement.- (1) These rules may be called the Coinage (Standard Weight and Re¬ 
medy of the Coins of Two Rupees containing Copper 75% and Nicle 25%) Rules, 1990. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Standard weight and remedy allowed.—The standard weight of the coins of the following denomin¬ 
ation coined under the provisions of section 6 of the Coinage Act, 1906 (3 of 1906),' and the remedy allowed in 
the making of such coins shall be as specified in the Table below' :—

word ‘‘INDIA”. It shall also bear the denominational value “2” in international numeral flanked cn tie left lever 
periphery with the word “w*” and on the right lower periphery with the word ‘‘RUPEES”. The said details 
shall be encircled in an octogen. 

Reverse .—This face of the coin shall bear the map of India with National Flag of India flanked on the 
upper peiiphcry with the inscription ‘‘Trnjfpr and on the right periphery with the inscription ‘‘NATIONAL 
Ni’c3R\rON”. Ei: yeti’ o r Hi? Criiage shall .appear below the map of India on the lower right periphery 
of the coin. The said details Shall be encircled in an octogen. 

Security edging —The edge of the coin shall be milled with a serrated or upright milling and security edg¬ 
ing. Tn the centre of the edge there shall be a shallow groove with a design inside its two sections separated by black 
sapees. The design shall consist of chain of beads in relief and each bead being followed by two vertical lines in relief.
